Comparative  Grading  Language 

Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at  least  MS-60  and  means  that  it  is  probable  that  the  coin  has  not  entered 
general  circulation;  the  coin  may  have  heavy  contact  marks,  noticeable  hairlines  and  have  original  luster  (or 
be  impaired).  It  is  the  lowest  state  of  preservation  of  uncirculated  coins.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at 
least  MS-63,  which  means  that  it  has  more  attractive  eye  appeal  than  an  MS-60,  may  have  original  or  slightly 
impaired  luster,  may  have  a few  scattered  hairlines  or  even  a small  patch  of  hairlines;  and  may  have  some 
distracting  contact  marks  in  the  field  or  design.  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at  least  MS-65  and  has  very 
pleasing  eye  appeal  (more  so  than  an  MS-63)  and  full  lustre.  It  may  have  a few  scattered  hairlines  and  may 
also  have  a minimal  number  of  contact  marks.  Scuff  marks  may  show.  STACK’S  does  not  represent  that  a 
numismatic  item  has  or  has  not  been  cleaned;  that  any  toning  is  natural  or  artificial;  that  any  coin  catalogued 
will  meet  the  standards,  or  the  grade,  of  any  third  party  or  third  party  grading  service.  It  should  be  under- 
stood by  all  that  grading  is  a subjective  art  and  that  others  may  differ  from  these  interpretations.

Welcome  to  our  1992  Fixed  Price  List  offering  of 
ancient,  world,  and  United  States  coins.  We  take 
pleasure  in  presenting  this  important  selection  of 
coins  for  your  attention.  The  offering  is  particularly 
appropriate  this  year,  since  we  are  celebrating  the 
bicentennial  of  the  founding  of  our  own  United  States 
Mint.  Many  of  the  coins  to  be  presented  in  these  pages 
are  historic  reminders  of  the  early  days  of  the  first 
U.S.  Mint,  including  a lovely  1792  Birch  Cent. 

Ancient  coins  begin  the  offering  and  are  highlighted 
by  an  important  array  of  Imperial  Roman  gold, 
including  nice  Aureii  of  Claudius  and  Commodus. 
Roman  silver  coins  feature  a selection  of  Imperatorial 
silver  with  portraits  of  Julius  Caesar,  and  a pleasing 
run  of  Imperial  silver  Denarii  with  outstanding  por- 
traits of  many  popular  emperors.  Two  splendid  por- 
trait Sestertii  of  Trajan  and  Hadrian  round  out  this 
offering. 

World  coins  featured  below  encompass  the  globe  and 
feature  select  and  important  coins  of  many  lands. 
Among  gold  coins  are  issues  of  Latin  American  coun- 
tries, France,  and  Germany.  British  gold  includes 
many  rare  and  desirable  coins,  highlighted  by  a lovely 
1706  five  guineas  of  Anne;  a rare  Proof  1813  military 
guinea;  equally  rare  Proof  Half  Sovereigns  of  1817  and 
1821;  and  a Proof  5 pounds  of  1826.  A possibly  unique

High  Condition  Census  state  coppers  are  also  con- 
tained in  these  pages,  including  pedigreed  coins  and 
the  Maris  plate  specimen  of  New  Jersey  23-R.  Washing- 
ton pieces  feature  the  extremely  rare  1 791  Small  Eagle 
cent  with  MACCLESFIELD  edge,  one  of  only  three 
confirmed  specimens. 

Large  Cents  include  one  of  the  nicest  1792  Birch  cents 
we  have  handled,  the  variety  with  two  stars  on  edge, 
which  is  graced  by  a notable  pedigree.  A 1 794  Starred 
Reverse  specimen  will  also  be  found  below.  A full  run 
of  minor  issues.  Cents  through  Dimes,  is  included  and 
is  highlighted  by  Choice  1795  and  1860  Transitional 
Half  Dimes.

LORD  BALTIMORE  COINAGE 


During  the  later  years  of  the  Commonwealth  Calvert’s 
proprietorship  was  attacked  by  his  Protestant  political  oppo- 
nents in  Virginia  and  in  England.  Calvert  was,  of  course,  a 
Catholic  and  had  guaranteed  freedom  of  religion  in  Mary- 
land, a grant  resented  by  the  more  radical  members  of  the 
Protector’s  court.  Calvert  was  forced  to  defend  himself  pub- 
licly, and  in  the  early jmiddle  1650’s  a series  of  pamphlets 
was  issued  both  pro  and  con  his  proprietorship.  By  1658, 
however,  Calvert’s  palatine  rights  in  Maryland  had  been 
vindicated  and  his  charter  was  re-affirmed  by  the  Common- 
wealth. Attacks  did  not  cease  immediately,  as  the  challenge 
to  his  coinage  in  October,  1659  proves.  It  is  extremely  likely 
that  the  coinage  issue  of  1659-1660  was  made  as  much  to 
supply  real  currency  needs  in  Maryland  as  to  proclaim 
publicly  Calvert’s  rights  to  all  such  palatine  privileges. 

The  types  Calvert  chose  for  his  coinage  are  very  reminiscent 


of  the  Protector’s  own  broads,  with  a bust  left  on  the  obverse, 
crowned  arms  on  the  reverse.  On  the  broads  the  date 
appeared  at  the  top  of  the  reverse.  No  date  appears  on 
Calvert’s,  and  this  is  one  of  the  unexplained  mysteries  of  his 
coins.  Perhaps  they  were  meant  to  circulate  for  an  indefinite 
period?  Whatever  the  reason,  the  date  was  deliberately  left  off 
the  coinage.  Another  mystery  as  yet  unsolved  concerns 
Calvert’s  styling  himself  “Dominus  Terrae  Marine”  (i.e.. 
Lord  of  Maryland).  Calvert  was  one  to  insist  strictly  on  his 
prerogatives,  and  his  choice  of  “Dominus”  would  not  have 
been  made  without  due  consideration  for  the  implications  it 
had  for  his  perceived  rights  in  Maryland.  English  rulers  had 
styled  themselves  “Dominus  Hiberniae”  in  the  15th  century, 
to  indicate  suzerainty  over  the  lords  and  church  of  Ireland 
but  not  kingship.  Perhaps  the  title  meant  something  similar 
to  Calvert.

The  earliest 
strikes,  as  the  specimen  offered  above,  were  coined  in  New 
York  City  in  the  late  summer,  1776,  before  the  British 
occupation.  This  issue  is  known  in  silver,  brass,  and 
pewter.  The  die  emission  sequences  established  for  this 
group  shows  that  coins  were  struck  in  all  three  metals 
interchangeably  and  proves  that  they  all  had  some  currency 
purpose,  even  if  the  role  of  the  pewter  pieces  is  still 
uncertain.  One  obverse  die  appears  to  have  been  signed  E 
G FECIT  and  Eric  P.  Newman  has  conjectured  that  the 
engraver  was  Elisha  Gallaudet.  No  other  die  is  so  signed 
and  it  is,  therefore,  unsafe  to  state,  as  the  recent  Bowers  & 
Merena  cataloguer  wrote,  that  any  other  was  also  by  said 
“E  G”.  A full  study  of  all  the  Continental  Currency  coins 
was  published  in  the  ANA  Centennial  Anthology.

Mint  attribution  in  the  New  Jersey  series  is  more  of  an 
art  than  a science.  Some  varieties,  such  as  Maris  13-J  and 
14-J,  can  be  safely  attributed  to  the  Rahway  Mint  on  the 
basis  of  a combination  of  factors  including  obverse  date, 
average  weights,  and  the  states  of  the  dies.  Others,  such  as 
Maris  62-q  or  64-t  (both  large  and  small  flan  varieties),  can 
be  attributed  to  the  Morristown  Mint  on  the  basis  of 
planchet  size.  A large  number  of  New  Jersey  varieties, 
however,  including  Maris  1 7-J,  K,  and  b,  cannot  be  placed 
exactly.  The  most  recent  research  on  New  Jersey  coppers 
suggests  that  the  late  states  of  reverse  J were  struck  late  in 
the  coinage  contract’s  life  (i.e.,  summer  of  1788)  through 
the  1 789-1 790  period.
